As against this the total output of 
world tonnage. in the same period 
was. only 6,606,275 gross tons, the 
total før 1917 beinge 2,703355 tons. 
in addition to the latter, the enemy | 
vesels captured since the war began 
amounted to 2,589,000 gross tons.

SAMMIES SWING PAST 
WITH NEW CONFIDENC 


Parade Past Reviewing Stand 
Opens New Chapter In Na- 


tion’s History

With the American Army in France 
March 20—-For the first time in his- 
tory, the secretary of war today re- 
viewed American troops on foreign 
soil. Secy. Baker, Gen. Pershing and 
the staff generals stood on the brow 
of a great plateau and saw the reg- 
iments of thẹ first division, fresh 
from the trenches, march past. 

“Tin-hated,” laden with field equip 
ment, the Sammies swung by with a 
new confidence and vigor. From 
those ranks were the first to give 
their lives in America’s struggle a- 
gainst autocracy. They withstood 
German raids, gas attacks and hard- 
shins. | 

Their swinging stride and confi- 
dent bearing indicated they felt:“Re- 
viewing ig all right, but our game 
is more than that now.” 

It was a new chapter in American 
history. As the colors were passing 
the reviewing stand the sun burst 
momentarily through the low hang- 
ing clouds, lighting up a picture that 
will be surpassed only by the review 
ff Americans as victors.

Part of Town Bridge Good 

It is believed that parts of the town 
line bridge at the Paper Mill can be 
used again, thus reducing the expense 
somewhat of repairs needed there. 
It lays in the river about 150 feet 
down stream from the road. The 
abutments, however are badly crack- 
ed and will have to be replaced. 

Half of the expense of this work 


will probably be paid by the town- 


ship.

He showed how the Dutch govern- 
ment under a temporary agreement 
for using Dutch ships in Belgian and. 
Swiss relief work had been unable to 
fulfill her part, evidently because of 


‘the Teuton threats to torpedo ships 


leaving Holland. 

With the ships actually in posses- 
sion of the United States and the Al- 
lies, little time will be lost in putting — 
them in the trans-Atlantic transport 
service. ; 

Actual geizure was accomplished 
about 7 o'clock last night, and as far 
as reports here show no pecs was 
encountered. 

The Duteh will be paid for the ships 
under the terms of international law. 

In making his statement as to the 
‘seizure, the president pointed out 
fully that Holland had acted under 
the shadow of the hampering German 
influence, and emphasized that this 
is entirely friendly to 
The Netherlands. She will get food 
supplies, as originally proposed, and 
the Nieuwe Amsterdam will be per- 
mitted to return to Holland because 
of an agreement recently made for 
such return. 

Requisitioning of the ships at this 
time was regarded as a vitally im- 
portant blow at Germany, aiding as it 
does in the American speeding up of 
supplies and troops to France. `
